I NTRODUCTION. 



The present part coin pletes the report on documents in the 
Welsh language at Peniarth, and deals in particular with 
manuscripts written by Sir Thomas Wiliems of Trevriw, John 
Jones of Gelli Lyvdy, and Robert Vaughan of Hengwrt. 

There is probably no more pathetic case in literature than sir T. 
that of Sir Thomas Wilietos. He received his education at ^,j}'^.'>f 
Oxford, and graduated M.A. in 1573, in which year we also find 
him settled at Trevriw as curate. William Salesbury was a near 
neighbour, and evidently interested himself in the young curate, 
whom he seems to have straightway infected with his own 
enthusiasm foi- Welsh studies, and to have mapped out for him 
a piece of original work, which only a man with his life before 
him could aspire to accomplish. It can hardly be a mere 
coincidence that, as early as February 1574, at the very 
threshold of his career, young Wiliems should have finished a 
transcript of the only Welsh Dictionary* then in existence, 
with additions and " corrections by William Salesbury." From 
this time forward traces of his pen and industry can be followed 
through a large number of the older MSS., and in word lists, 
excerpts, and transcripts. For thirty-four years he laboured 
steadfastly, undaunted by poverty and the crusty conduct of 
certain owners of manuscripts, at his Latin-Welsh and Welsh- 
Latin Dictionaries, which have tlie distinction of being based on 
materials and illustrations drawn direct from originals, thus 
anticipating modern methods by three centuries. He forsook 
the church and took up the practice of medicine some time 
before 1592, but he does not appear to have mended his fortune 
by the change. In health too he seems, about the year 1603, 
to be growing more and more conscious of increasing infirmities. 
Fearing probably that he might die before his work was done, he

Trevriw^' accumulated material into final form. He tells us that during 
continue . ^j^^ next five years he laboured so incessantly at his Dictionaries 
that he lost <ili count of the days of the week, and became so 
poor, that he and his family would have lacked the barest 
necessities of life were it not for the generosity of Sir John 
Wynn, of Gwydir. And what has been the meed of this noble 
dtvotio II to his native tongue? Three hundred ye irs of forget- 
fulness. He died no one knows when, he was buried no one 
knows where. The abyss of silence closed round him unhon"ured 
and unsung. His life-work coinpleted, he had not the satis- 
faction of seeing it printed ; but he had scarcely time to grow 
cold in his grave before another entered into his labour, abridged 
his work, and printed it under his own name. This may 
seem strange, nay even contemptible to the uninitiated, but 
title-] ages not unfrequently serve but as masks of truth. Dr. 
John Davies's abridgment, the Dictionarium, Duplex of 1632, 
remains to this day the most reliable work in Welsh Lexi- 
cography. And yet no Welsh Society has ever proposed to 
print the entire work of Sir Thomas Wiliems, and thus render 
tardy justice to the memory of a scholar who sacrificed everything 
to serve the students of language. 

vita Danielis. We are also indebted to the same hand for a unique copy of the 
life of the Welsh Saint, Daniel : this has never been printed. 

In services to Wales and its literature John Jones takes 
precedence of all his namesakes. It was, tlierefore, natural to 

Jvfni Jones of consult the Ihctionary of National Biography for the leading 
tacts or his lite, but it was a iruitless idea : he is not even men- 
tioned there. The Dictionary of Eminent Welshmen, however, 
informs us that he was " an attorney in the court of the Marches 
" of Wales," and that he early withdrew himself "because he had 
" too much honesty to pursue it." It is clear, from particulars 
given in MS. 315 below, that he had personal knowledge of 
legal procedure, but lacked common prudence in business 
matters. It is also clear that in early life he had sufficient 
piivate means to make the pursuit of a profession a matter of 
choice rather than of necessity, and that his interest in the 
Welsh language, and its literature^ dominated his whole life. 
For over forty-years we find him steadily at work makino- 
really beautiful copies of every old manuscript he could borrow 



and were it not for this supreme, though somewhat imlia- John Jones, of 

criminate devotion of his pen to tilings Welsh, we should have '^'fontimeir 

lost altogether certain texts, whi"h no longer exist except in 

his transcripts. He was in the habit of inserting particulars 

about his originals, the date and place of writing, as well as 

his own pedigree, at the beginning of his copies. We therefore 

know that he spent a very large jjortion of his life in prison, — ■ 

" in the Fleet in London." How he got there may be read on 

page 1120 below. The great majority of his transcripts are 

now at Peniarth, but a very considerable number are distributed 

among other collections, though it is said that John Jone^ 

bequeathe'! all to his friend and kinsman, Eobert Vaughan. 

The transcripts of Eobert Vaughan are also numerous and Robert 
important, and some of them are wonderful imitations of th<iir oj Henum't. 
twelfth and thirteenth century originals, so much so that the 
unwary have been known to pay fanciful prices for liis seven- 
teenth-century copies, under the impression that they were 
securing very valuable old manuscripts. Robert Vaugh;m was 
educated at Oxford. He was a man of scholarly tastes, with a 
bent for antiquarian and genealogical research. 'J he details of 
his labours are recorded in our reports. He was also, unlike 
John Jones, a man of business, who directed his energies by a 
steady purpose, pursued through life at what must have been a 
serious tax on his modest revenues. No student can refrain 
from pajring him a most sincere tribute of admiration and 
gratitude for his prescience and skill in bringing together the 
noblest monuments of Kymric history and literature. Though 
it is true that his collection of Welsh MSS. is the finest in 
existence, still his merit was not in making it the biggest col- 
lection, but in securing nearly every manuscript of importance 
in the language, leaving transcripts to others. " Everybody" has 
heard of the famed Red Book of Herge;t, our largest vtUum MS., 
which is the glory of the Jesus College Librar3^ But how many 
have noticed that out of its 1,442 folio columns, more than three- 
fourths of the whole are mere transcripts of older texts at 
Peniarth. And this is by no means a singular instance. It is 
because Vaughan displayed so much knowledge and perseverance 
as a collector, because he hunted, rescued, and brought together 
under his own roof such a number of documents of the first 
importfmce, which to this day out-rival all other collections of 
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Pedigrees, 



Welsh MSS. put together, — it is for these reasons that his name 
should be held in esteem and honour, and his memory kept green 
in every parish throughout Wales. It should also be stated that 
Vaughan collected a large number of MSS. in English and Latin, 
dealing with the History of Wales and the Marches, as well as 
the best copy of Henry of Huntingdon, and one of the two 
leading texts of the Works of Geoffrey Chaucer, in a beautiful 
manuscript of the fourteenth century. 

The great genealogical compilations of Lewis Dwna and of 
Robert Vaughan, — MSS. 268 and 287, — are deservedly held in 
high estimation, eren though they may serve to mark stages in 
the growth of many a myth. Number 288 has the distinction 
of being the biggest manuscript in the Welsh language. It is 
however a mere copy of Number 287, with a few later 
additions 

Attention may also be called to the numerous Kalendars, the 
early veisions of the Office of the Virgin, the Life of Ursula, 
the Taxatio of 1292, the transcript of Leland's Intinerary, the 
Bardic Licence and Welsh Dictionary of Griffith Hiraethog, the 
first lexicographer to give quotations to illustrate the meaning 
and use of words. 

The final paragraph must be in the first person. For ten 
years it has been my privilege to pay frequent visits to Peuiarth, 
in the fitful prosecution of the work of reporting on the collec- 
tion there, and I wish to place on record here that everything 
was always'done in the pleasantest way, to facilitate my inspec- 
tion of the MSS. From first to last I met with nothing but 
courtesy, hospitality, and a friendly welcome. Long may the 
sun shine on Mr. and Mrs. Wynne.

Pedigueks with 
some Poetry. Paper ; about 6 x 4| inches ; 396 pnges, in two or 
three hands : middle of the xvitli century ; half bound. 

This MS. was once in the Sebright Collection, and has the bookplate of 
" B. Wmes Vaughan, Hengwrt." It has three lines in the hand of Simwnt 
Vychan (p. 85), and Sir Thomas Wiliems probably appended " Jolo Goth" to the 
poem ending on p. 335. There is a good deal of repetition in this MS. Pages

The original MS. contains the signature of " Thos. Prichard of Khiwe" (p. 6l7)^ 
and (.3) of " Owen gwyned, prydyd " (p. 1.54). It has also entries in the hands of 
Peter Ellis of Wrexham (p. 80), and Robert Vaughan of Hcngwrt (p. 2.54). It 
was cTidently borrowed from Hengwrt by John Davis of Rhiwlas to make the copy 
of 1685 for T. Mostyn. In 1734 it was held by Lewis Jones of Rugog (pp. 63, 
295, 301), and later by the Rev. "W. Wynne; and before 1846 it had passed to 
Pehiarth, from the Penbedw branch of the family.- 

What should be the first page is numbeied 93 (9.1'.), where Lewis Dwnn quotes 
his authorities. A considerable number of pedigrees are attested by the then 
respective representatives of such families', ahd it is curious to note that the anlif 
Qne, Mho had any historical conscience in the "business," was an ancestor of^the- 
present owner of the MS. He signs " to what is true lohn Wj-b Owen " (p. 263), 
There is a healthy breeze here, and one would like to be descended in the directline 
from such a man. ■ An asterisk * marks all names which have attested and signed 
their own pedigrees.

His Majesty the King has been pleased to ratify and confirm the 
terms of the Commission issued by Her late Majesty, appointing (iertain 
Commissioners to ascertain what unpublished MSS. are extant in the 
collections of private persons and in institutions which are calculated tu 
throw light upon subjects connected with the civil, ecclesiastical, literary, 
or scientific history of this country; and to appoint cerlaia additional 
Commissioners for the same purposes. The present Commissioners are : — 
Sir R. Henn Collins, Master of the Soils, the Marquess of Bipon, K.G., the 
Earl of Crawford, K.T., the Earl of Eosebery, K.C.the Earl of Dart- 
month, Lord Edmond Pitzmaurioe, M.P., Lord Alverstone, G.C.M.Gr., 
Lord Hawkesbury, Lord Lindley, Lord Stanmore, G.C.M.Gr., Sir 
Edward Fry, Mr. John Morley, CM., M.P., Sir H. C. Maxwell- 
Lyte, K.C.B., and Professor C. H. Firth, LL.D. 
The Commissioners think it probable that you may feel an interest in 
this object, and be willing to assist in the attainment of it ; and with that 
view they desire to lay before you an outline of the course which they 
usually follow. 

If any nobleman or gentleman express his willingness to submit any 
unprinted book, or collection of documents in his possession or custody, 
to the Commissioners, they will canse an inspection to be made by some 
competent person, and should the MSS. appear to come within the scope 
of their enquiry, the owner will be asked to consent to the publication of 
copies or abstracts of them in the reports of the Commission, which are 
presented to Parliament every Session. 

To avoid any possible apprehension that the examination of papers by 
the Commissioners may extend to title-deeds or other documents of 
present legal value, positive instructions are given to every person who 
inspects MSS. on their behalf that nothing relating to the titles of 
existing owners is to be divulged, and that if in the course of his work 
any modern title-deeds or papers of a private character chance to come 
before him, they are to be instantly put aside, and are not to be examined 
or calendared under any pretence whatever. 

The object of the Commission is the disooTery of unpublished historical 
and literary materials, and in all their proceedings the Commissioners 
will direct their attention to that object exclusively. 

In practice it has been found more satisfactory, when the collection of 
manuscripts is a large one, for the inspector to make a selection there- 
from at the place of deposit and to obtain the owner's consent to remove 
the selected papers to the Public Eecord Office in London or in Dublin, 
or to the General Begister House in Edinburgh, where they can be more 
fully dealt with, and where they are preserved with the same care as if 
they formed part of the muniments of the realm, during the term of their 
examination. Among the numerous owners of MSS. who have allowed 
their family papers of historical interest to be temporarily removed from 
their muniment rooms and lent to the Commissioners to facilitate the 
preparation of a report may be named : — His Majesty the King, the Duke 
of Butland, the Duke of Portland, the Marquess of Salisbury, the Marquess 
Townshend, the Marquess of Ailesbury, the Marquess of Bath, the Earl of 
Dartmouth, the Earl of Carlisle, the Earl of Egmont, the Earl of Lindsey, 
the Earl of Ancaster, the Earl of Lonsdale, Lord Braye, Lord Hothfleld, 
Lord Kenyon, Mrs. Stopford Sackville, the Bight Hon. F. J. Savile Fol- 
jambe. Sir George Wombwell, Mr. le Fleming, of Rydal, Mr. Leyborne 
Popham, of Littlecote, and Mr. Fortesoue, of Dropmore. 

The costs of inspections, reports, and calendars, and the conveyance of 
documents, will be defrayed at the public expense, without any charge 
to the owners. . 

The Commissioners will also, ii so requested, give their advice as 
to the best means of repairing and perserving any interesting papers or 
MSS. which may be in a state of decay. 

The Commissioners will feel much obliged if you will communicate to 
them the names of any gentlemen who may be able and willing to assist 
■ obtaining the objects for which this Commission has been issued.
